Two things, however, 
clear now. One is that the present 
system ought to be changed, and the 
other is that the sooner the change is 
made, the better. I write in the hope 
that,others more competent than I 
may discuss the subject, indicate which | 
is the best system, and so present it 
that all who are interested may get 
an intelligent grasp of it. 

Any motor attached to our system 
must be keyed to @ cycles and 220 
volts, and the electric light bulbs must 
carry 220 volts. This voltage is now 
so rare that it might be called ‘‘Freak- 
ish”, The Hydro has 25 cycles and 
110 volts. As the Ontario Govern- 
ment now controls the Hydro and has 
taken over the Seymour system, the 
Hydro standard will probably be 

enerally adopted. Should this be 

one, then Madoc, as I understand the 

situation, will be in a class by itself.

VARIETIES OF GRAIN. 

Farmers Should Know the Names of 

Seeds They Sow. 


Twenty per cent. of the 400 farmers 
visited in the Agricultural Survey In 
Ontario tn 1915 did not know the name 
of any variety of grain sown on their 
farms. In Dundas County, where 100 
farms were visited, of a total of 86 
farmers growing barley only 11 knew 
the variety grown. Fifty-two per cent. 
of the 400 farmers visited in the prov- 


‘ince were growing barley and only 18 
| per cent. knew the name of the varie- 


ty. 

Only 64 per cent. of ali the farmers, 
visited knew the name of the variety 

of oats they were sowing. Those who 
do not know the variety used may be 
sowing grain unsuited for their farms. 

There is very Httle excuse for the 

prevalence of such conditions. Every 

farmer sowing an unknown grain lives 
within reach of some farmer who 
grows a known sort of proved excel- 
lence, from whom seed can be obtain- 
ed. Farmers wishing to obtain seed 
for next year should arrange for it 
early and choose a variety which has 
been tested and proved to be good 

The Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa and the various Agricultural 
Colleges have carried on such testa = 
for the benefit of farmers, the results 
of which may be obtained free upon | 
application.—F.C.N., in Conservation,

TOE IN WHEN WALKING. 


| Bad Feet Are Caused Through Toeing 
| Out. 


Corns, ingrowing nails, crooked toes, 
bunions, spreading feet, arch trouble, 
‘aching feet, are all caused by toeing 
out while walking. It is not natural 
ifor those who start with normal feet 
to toe out. 

It is natural to toe in, not far in, but 
just inside of a Hine straight ahead. 
All children toe in, nearly all youths 
toe in. Some people toe in all their 
lives, but they are few. All barefooted 
| people toe in. All moccasined Indians 
ltoe in. No one can run without toeing 
in. No speed can be made without do- 
ing 80. 

By toeing in, the spring of the foot 
comes from all the small bones of the 
front part of the foot. In addition, the 
leverage that raises the body for the 
next step with the other foot is short- 
er when it comes from all the toes 
ithan when it comes from the great 

toe alone. The small bones and toes 
jhave more spring in them for their 
| Size than the large toe has. When one 
itoes out he is trying to walk on the 
inner side of the foot. 

Why does toeing out cause trouble ? 
Because the strain upon the foot in 
walking is greater than it should be. 
| It inclines the first two bones of the 
| big toe toward the smaller toes by 
| degrees, until the spring finally comes 
‘from the inner side of the big toe and 
‘its second joint. This undue strain on 
/the second joint is constantly pulling 
iit inward and away from the smaller 
lbones. As the strain continues, the 
| ewan and Hgaments that bind the 
i bones in the forefoot together stretch 
land give way, and finally it becomes 
iseparated somewhat and bulges out 


into what is called a bunion. A bunion 


iis a partial dislocation.

This.is important to you because it | 
means dollars to you. In a short | 
time you will be preparing for the | 
seeding of your fall wheat, and it is 
hecessary to keep in mind the danger 
of loss from Smut. Especially last) 
year, Smut was very general in On- | 
tario, Grain dealers advise me that 
that it has meant «a difference of as 
much as 10c. per bushel for the grain 
delivered at elevators, aside altogeth- 
er from. making some of the wheat 
unmarketable. This means a loss of 
$3 to $5 per acre, while the cot of 
treating to prevent smut and prevent 
this loss is only a few centa per acre. | 
Be sure this year arti treat your seed | 
for smut. 

The method usually adopted is aa | 
follows:-—Mix one pint of formalin: 
with 40 gallona of water, or two table- 
spoonfuls to one pail of water. Place | 
the grain to be treated in a heap on 
clean canvas or floor. Sprinkle the 
formalin solution over the grain, then | 
shovel. Repeat this until every 
grain ismoistened by the solution; 
then cover the pile with sacking and 
At the 
end of this time spread the grain out 
thinly to dry; shovelling it over three 
or four times will hasten the drying. 
Forty gallons of the formalin solution

Bags, machinery, or 
anything with which grain comes in 
contact before being put in the ground 
should be thoroulhty treated. 

Immersing the grain in a bag is 
sometimes practised and is equally ef- 
fective.

One of the important things for the 
farmer to know is the cost of the 


‘thing he produces, wheher it be a crop 


or an animal. Profits are governed 


_as much by the cost of production as | 


the price for which the product sells. | 
One of the questions often discussed is | 
the cost of raising young stock, Sev- | 
eral of the United States Experiment | 
Stations have taken up the question | 
of finding,out what it costs to raise a 
heifer calf. The question is an im- 
portant one and should interest Can- | 
adian dairymen. We would also be 
glad to have the experience of any of 
our readers as to the cost of raising | 
heifer calves for the dairy herd. . 
hTe Ohio station has just conclud- 
ed such an investigation. The fig- 


ures given are the averages of the re- 


cords kept on 51 heifersa—29 Jerseys 
and 22 Holsteins, This involves 
large enough numbers to merit con- 
sideration.

Pure Milk For Buttcr-Making. 
It is moat exsential to use only pure 


uncontaminated milk for the produc- 


tion pf butter when the finished pro- 
duct is to be of prime quality. In a 
great many cases where butter has an 
objectionable flavor it is due to the 
milk employed being badly contam- 
inated with undesirable bacteria. 
Cream is ripened by bacteria, and 
it is only when the right species of

Why Milk Sours, 


Bacteria cause the souring of milk. 
Bacteria usually get into milk in dirt 
and the bacteria develop fase when 
the milk is warm. To keep the bac- 
teria out, keep dirt out of the milk, 
This means care in milking and care 
to have the milk utensils clean, Keep- 
ing the milk cool will retard the de- 
velopment of the bacteria, that do 
get into. the milk.. Cans or vessels 
that have had milk in them should be 
rinsed in cool water first, as hot wat- 
er hardens the albumen of the milk 
and makes it hard to remove.—W, ©, 
P., North Dakota Experiment Station.

Grain for the Skim-Milk Calf, 


Calves are usually fed whole milk 
for two to three weeks, then gradually 
changed to skim-milk. About the 
time of changing, begin to feed a lit- 
tle grain, but do nob think that it is 
necessary to use oil-meal or any oth- 
er high-priced feed high in protein or ~ 
fat, or both. Experience at the’ Mis- 
souri Agricultural Experiment Station 
shows that a mixture of two parta 
cern and one part oats, by weight, 
gives as good results as oilmeal and 
ready-mixed calf-meals often purchas- 
ed at much higher prices. Bran is 
not especially good for the young calf 
because it is too laxative. The grain 
mixture should be fed immediately 
after the milk, and neither should be 
fed too liberally, or scours may result.

GETS BIG FAMILY PRIZE.

Paris Woman Raises 19 Children— 
Seven Boys at Front. 


Etienne Lamy, member of the 
French Academy, has recently given 
$100,000 to found prizes for the largest 
families among the peasants of 
France. He has suffered more critl- 
cism for limiting his prizes to Catholic 
families than praise for his generosity. 
As long ago as 1841, a philanthropist, 
iM. de Reverdy, founded a prize, $600 
every second year, to be given to the 
most deserving family in the city of 
Paris. 

This prize has just been awarded to 
Mme. Deviercy, a widow, aged 66, who 
ihas raised a family of fifteen (eight 
boys and seven girls) out of the nine- 
lteen born to her. She has provided 
for-their needs by selling vegetables 
| from a pushcart. 

Mme. Deviercy wag born in Paris 
and her husband, a mason, died soon 
jafter the birth of her nineteenth child. 
| One of her boys is paralyzed, but the 
i other seven are at the front, as are 
itwo of her sons-in-law. The youngest, 
| belonging to the class of 1916, has just 
ibeen Invalided from Verdun. He has 
| been at the front fourteen months and 
j has been cited In the order of the day. 

Another son has also been cited and a 

j third was wounded. The prize win- 
iner has already twenty-eight grand- 
children, one of her sons having sup- 
i plied fourteen.

‘It is best to use a grain drill, but 
| good results can be secured by broad- 
‘casting the seed and harrowing it in. 

| Three varieties of buckwheat are 
;commonly grown-—Japanese, Silver 
Hull and Common Grey, the first two 
being the most gerierally used. Jap- 
anese has a dark-colored seed, while 
the Silver Hull has*a smaller seed, 
“glossy or silvery in appearance. These 
two varieties are of about equal value, 
when yields are considered. 

Because of its plantfood require- 
ments and the exceedingly short sea- 
son of growth, manure has not been 
found satisfactory as a fertilizer for 
buckwheat. ~ Fresh manure contains 
a larger percentage of nitrogen than 
it does of phosphoric acid, just the 
reverse of what buckwheat needs. 

For most profitable results on stony 
and sandy soils ufder normal condai- 
tions about 200 to 300 pownds of a 
fertilizer containing one to two per- 
/eent ammonia, ten to twelve percent 

phosphoric acid and. two to, four per- 
cent potash should be applied ‘at time 
‘of seeding. On loam or other soils 
‘rich in organic matter, use less am- 
monia, Buckwheat, unlike other 
|grains never straightens up after it 
‘ence falls. Potash makes the stalks 
strong and prevents lodging. Under 
present abnormal conditions a fertili- 
zer analyzing about one percent of 
ammonia, eight percent phosphoric 
acid and one percent potash may be 
substituted or the potash may be 
omitted entirely in which case the 
phosphoric acid should be increased 
somewhat. 

One grower says, “I like to raise 
buckwheat because it is the only grain 
for which Ican buy fertilizer on a 
90-day note and pay for it out of the 
crop it makes.’ 

Buckwheat blooms for three weeks 
or longer and the grain-ripens as 
lunevenly. This often causes quite a 
loss during a wet harvest season or 
from early frosts. Phosphoric acid 
causes grain to form and hastens ma- 
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turity, hence an available supply of | 


this plantfood hastens ripening, thus 
preventing loss from early frosts and 
exposure ordinarily caused during wet 
seasons while waiting for all 
| grain to ripen. 

The farmer does not. need expen- 
igive machinery for harvesting the 
|buckwheat crop. An old-hashioned 
cradle, although it requires hard la- 
‘bor, does the harvesting well. The 
drop reaper, however, is one of the 
most satisfactory machines for har- 
| Vesting. Cutting is begun as soon as 

the first blossoms have disappeared, 
or often just before the first frost is 
expected. Buckwheat will mature 
its seed in a few days, if, after cut- 
ting, the crop is left in loose bundles 
where they are dropped from ” 
cradle or reaper. It should then 
‘set up in small shocks and tied near 
the top with some strands of the 
straw bent upward from the sides of 
the shocg. The cut buckwheat is 
usually left in the field in the shocks 
until threshing time, when it is 
drawn in and threshed either with the 
fiail or by machinery.
